Thoughts For Lent 


PASTORS: Ask your people to read this explanation. 
You owe it to your own soul to observe Lent seriously, 
for “unless you do penance you will all perish.” 


You owe it to God to assist in making reparation for the 
warfare which is being waged against Him by atheistic Com- 
munism., 

You owe it to Christ, Whose soldiers you are, to offer 
Him some compensation for the persecution of His Church 
and religious. 


Hundreds of good priests have been martyred in the~ 


Russia satellite countries; others are in prison; and the 


Bishop or Archbishop, and, in one case, a Cardinal of thirty- 


one dioceses are either in prison or in exile. 

It is just a little out of place for us to be indulging in a 
good time when nearly all the world is in misery and suf- 
fering. 

This is also Holy Year and, therefore, we should observe 
Lent better than ever before. Start it well and keep up your 
devotions, your self-denials, attendance at week-day public 
services. Do not quit in the middle of Lent, but “carry 
through” and see how much better you will feel at Easter. 

As in the past, you are requested to take home as many 
envelopes from church as there are people in your family 
who are working. Instead of enclosing a $5.00 bill towards 
the end of Lent, drop into this envelope every day what you 
will have saved by not attending the movies, dances; what 


you will have saved from cutting down on drinking and 


smoking and refseshments between meals. It will not only 
give you an idea of how much you actually spend on these 
things every week, or within a month, but your self-denials 
will be doubly meritorious if what you save you give to the 
causes mentioned on the envelope. : 

None of this money goes to the Bishop or even to the 
diocese. It is all sent away for the purposes indicated. 

Keep your envelope where you will see it every day, and 
as you go to meals or at night drop into its slot what you will 
have saved. 

If the head of the family works hard he and his family 
are entitled:to the benefits of the Working Man’s Indult, by 
which meat is allowed at the principal meal every day during 
Lent with the exception of Ash Wednesday and Holy Satur- 
day until noon. :

Saginaw Bishop

Detroit And Chicago 
Archbishops Attend 
Bishop Murphy Rites 


Saginaw, Mich. —(NC)— With 
two Cardinals officiating, Solemn 
Pontifical Requiem Mass for the 
Most Rev. William Francis Murp- 
hy, 64, first Bishop of Saginaw, 
was offered in St. Mary’s Cathe- 
dral, crowded to overflowing with 
mourners. Burial was in Mount 
Olivet cemetery. 


Death came February 7 from a 
lingering heart ailment. The 
Bishop, it was stated, was aware 
death was approaching and was 
prepared for it. He had been an- 
ointed by Msgr. John J. Sonefeld, 
who after the prelate’s death was 
elected administrator of the dio- 
cese. 


With the Bishop when the end 
came were his four surviving sis- 
ters—Mother mpgs? de Chantal of 
Detroit, Sister Mary Lucille of 
Dowagiac, Michigan, and Mary and 
Elizabeth Murphy, his housekeep- 
ers. 


The Funeral Mass was offered 
by His Eminence Edward Cardinal 
Mooney, Archbishop of Detroit, 
who consecrated Bishop Murphy 
11 years ago. The sermon was 
preached by His Eminence Sam- 
vel Cardinal Stritch, Archbishop 
of Chicago. 


The day before a Solemn Re- 
quiem Mass, attended by the school 
children of the diocese, was offered 
by Monsignor Sonefeld.. The Bis- 
hop’s body had lain in state in the 
Cathedral throughout the day, at- 
tended by a uniform guard of hon- 
or of Fourth Degree, Knights of 
Columbus from Saginaw and Bay 
City. Thousands filed past the bier, 
paying final homage. 


Bishop Murphy was the only son 
in the family of ten of the late 
William and Mary Gibson Murphy.

Planned For Schools 


Gary—Continuing its crusade 
against indecent literature, ini- 
tiated in December, 1948, St. 
Thomas Council 1347 Knights of 
Columbus will launch another 
Catholie Press Exhibit and Propa- 
gation of the Faith Contest for all 
Catholic parochial schools in the 
Gary Deanery, from February 19 
to March 6. Announcement was 
made by Stanley F. Jonusas, Cath- 
olic Activities Chairman. 


The project will be sponsored to 
create a demand for a good Cath- 
olic press and to eliminate unwhole- 
some and immoral literature. It 
will also support the efforts of all 
Christians and retailers directed to- 
ward this goal. 


Rules and instructions for the 
contest have been distributed 
among the parochial schools. Points 
will be given for two objectives: 
1) the number of one year subscrip- 
tions obtained for Catholic periodi- 
cals and 2) for the best Catholic 
Press Exhibit. 

The children will work through 
the Sisters in their respective 
schools and the Sisters will clear 
contest matters through the 
Knights of Columbus. 

In computing the winners, the 
number of pupils in a given school 
will be taken into consideration. 
Trophies, ribbons and cash prizes 
will be given. a 

The committee stated that spe- 
cial emphasis will be placed in 
stimulating subscriptions to the 
Family Digest, published by Our 
Sunday Visitor. 

Since the beginning of the con- 
structive campaign for good elean 
literature it has the Catholic Ac- 
tivities Committee of the Knights 
of Columbus, that a large number 
of retailers have discontinued 
handling many, and in some cases 
all, unfit publications.

W. D. Howells, writing in Har- 
per’s magazine a half century ago, 
when magazines were all clean and 
novels chaste as compared with to- 
day’s output, said: 


“If a novel flatters the passions 
and exalts them above the prin- 
ciples, it is poisonous! It may not 
kill, but will certainly injure; and 
this test alone will exclude an en- 
tire class of fiction, of which emi- 
nent examples will” occur to all. 
Then the whole spawn of so-called 
unmoral romances ... are deadly 
poison; those do kill,” 


In the year 1897 when there was 
still little of the lewd in books 
and magazines, a wealthy gentle- 
man of Chicago contributed $2,000,- 
000 to a library under the follow 
ing restrictions: 


“I desire the books and periodi- 
cals to be selected with a view to 
create and sustain a healthy. moral 
and Christian sentiment in the 
community, and that all nastiness 
and immorality be excluded ... I 
mean that dirty French novels and 
all skeptical trash and works of 
questionable moral tone shall never 
be found in this library. I want 
its atmosphere that of Christian 
refinement, and its aims and ob- 
ject the building up of character.” 

In June of the same year the 
editor of Cosmopolitan selected 
Prof. Harry Thurston Peck, editor 
of the Bookman, to discuss the 
question, “How far may the techni- 
cal or artistic merit of a book be 
urged in favor of its publication or 
translation when the subject and 
treatment are at variance with the 
generally accepted standards of 
morality and decorum ?” 


No ecclesiastic could have given 
a more orthodox Christian answer. 
Professor Beck’s conclusions might 
be summarized as follows: 


(1) Mature and serious students 
of comparative literature ought not 
be kept in ignorance of literary 
masterpieces because of inability 
to read the language in which they 
are written. 


(2) On the other hand, books 
which deal in morbid psychology, 
sexual problems and artful appeals 
to sensuality ought not to be ac- 
cessible to those who would re- 
ceive moral injury from them. 


(3) If it be a question of sacri- 
ficing either art or morals, then 
art should unhesitatingly be tram- 
pled under foot in the interest of 
that sanity and purity of thought 
which have always been among the 
greatest glories and safeguards of 
our Trace.

Medical Association issued two 
pamphlets, one for boys and one

“THE pagan Romans were in many re- 
spects ahead of the pagans of our day. 
Engraved in brass. they declared the su- 
preme law of the Republic to be the “wel- 
fare of the people’: “Salus populi su- 
prema lex esto.” That means “Let the wel- 
fare of the people be the sovereign law.” 
In modern paganism, whether in China, 
Japan, India, or the new paganism of Rus- 
sia, there has been little concern “for the 
welfare of the people.” Even in our own 
country, our statesmen have been thinking 
chiefly of the welfare of groups who, 
banded together politically, are able by 
their votes to elect or retire members of 
Senate and Congress and even the Presi- 
dent. 

But it is not our intention to deliver a 
political sermon. What we have in mind 
is that in every man’s heart there should 
be engraved the motto “the salvation of my 
immortal soul is my sovereign law.” Al- 
mighty God had intended that our soul’s 
salvation should be our sovereign law, but 
not even the first human pair, with whom 
God personally communicated, gave heed to 
it. Since Adam was actually on trial for the 
entire human race, and disregarded direct 
orders received from Heaven, all mankind 
shared in his guilt. 

But God still continued to love the 
human race with an infinite love. He sent 
His beloved Son from Heaven to earth to 
make such reparation as would open again 
the gates of heaven to mankind. He cer-

Lent Is The Church's 
Period Of Retreat

LOW could I better begin my homily on the holy Lenten 

season than by introducing the words of the great St. 
Paul, in which Christ Himself speaks: ‘Behold, now is the 
acceptable time; behold, now is the day of salvation’? Now 
must the hearts of all be moved to greater zeal for their 
spiritual advancement and be animated to stronger con- 
fidence.” 


With these words Pope St. Leo I sought to direct the 
attention of the faithful of his time, some 1,500 years ago, 
to the inexhaustible sources of the liturgical Lenten observ- 
ance. Briefly and clearly he states his program for all those 
who want to rise above the average level of a Christian life. 
He shows how they can intimately link up their Lenten ob- 
servance with the Church and her Liturgy, and thus, united 
with the Mystical Body of Christ, with the Communion of 
Saints, draw from the daily holy Mass the proper prepara- 
tion for the great Feast of Easte., the central point of the 
Church Year. This program implies greater zeal for one’s 
spiritual life and stronger reliance upon divine grace, 


During Lent we must put forth positive efforts to achieve 
this end. Daily the Church reminds us of the need on our 
part of such efforts.. If we will only take up the daily 
missal we shall see how the Church in her orations and 
readings carefully presents the proper motivation for our 
spiritual activity. 


Lent has frequently been called the great Retreat period 
of the Church. And truly; for where can we find better 
retréat-masters than the prophets, the Apostles and above 
all the great Master Himself? 


Therefore one of our Lenten resolutions should be, if in 
any way possible, daily attendance at Holy Mass, attending 
it by using the missal with its beautiful prayers and readings, 
which are also the best preparation for Holy Communion. 
This practice is likewise in accord with the holy Father’s

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Of Japan Recalls Letter Of 
Crucified Boy To His Mother 


Tokyo—(NC)—The commem- 
oration this month of the Feast 
of the 26 martyrs of Japan, cruci- 
fied in Nagasaki in February, 
1597, recalls theeexistence of a 
letter from one of them sent to 
his mother shortly before he was 
put to death. The tear-stained 
letter is resting in the archives 
of the Vatican. 


The letter was written by St. 
Thomas Kosaki (Hirotaro) a 
14-year old Japanese boy, who 
was canonized with all the other 
martyrs crucified with him. He 
wrote it from a prison in Nishi- 
nomiya, the place where 40,000 
people gathered last year to cele- 
brate the 400th anniversary of 
Catholicisnt in Japan. 


Thomas, an altar boy,. could 
have escaped, according to the 
story. However, he chose to re- 
main with his priest companion 
and was arrested. Besides St. 
Thomas Kosaki, the 25 others in-

Jesuit. All others were of the 
laity. The Franciscans were 
Spanish or Portuguese and one 
was a Mexican. All others were 
Japanese. 


The text.of the letter follows: 

“Dearest Mother: I am so hap- 
py to be able to write to you. By 
the condescending mercy of God, 
I am to be executed at Nagasa- 
ki along with the Father. This 
is certainly a blessing from God. 
One step ahead of you in reach- 
ing Heaven, we shall await you 
there. Mother, you too live a sin- 
less life according to our Faith, 
in obedience to God’s teaching. 
Adam, our ancestor, sinned 
gravely but through his déep sor- 
row for it, he was pardoned and 
now enjoys the bliss of the fu- 
ture life. Our existence in this 
world is like a dream; our life, a 
flickering flame which the light- 
est breath extinguishes.

Not The Answer

editor in the United States has 
commented on the increase in sex 
crimes whether perpetrated 
against children by grownups or by 
juveniles among themselves. But 
few comments, coming to our ob- 
servation, have even hinted that 
something should be done by way 
of prevention. There are usually 
warnings that young people should 
be very slow to accept an invitation 
from a stranger, 


Most commentators have held 
that we need stricter laws, but J. 
Edgar Hoover does not share that 
view. The F. B. L. Director said 
last November 18: “The sex crim- 
inal has replaced the kidnapper as 
a threat to the peace of mind of 
the parents of America. The time 
is here to call a halt .. . It is better 
to prevent brutal assault than to 
launch widespread manhunts.” 


During the year 1948 more than 
16,000 cases of rape were aired in 
the papers, 50 % more than during 
the pre-war years. Arrests for less 


violent offenses went up nearly 
150% 


Some have tried to explain this 
increase on the theory that “habit- 
val sex offenders are sick persons 
just as chronic alcoholics are often 
considered sick persons.” But why 
should there be an increase of 
150% in that sort of sickness 
during the past few years? 

The evil cannot be cured by 
merely treating its symptoms, not 
even by psychopathists and psychi- 
atrists. There should be a latent 
moral sense even in the uninstruct- 
ed person, and this should be stir- 
red into life. Education which is 
purely intellectual will never make 
a moral man. If it did then intel- 
lectuals should be the most moral 
people in the world. They should 
be saints. That moral training is 
needed in the schools is evident 
from the fact that one-half of all 
Americans never patronize the 
churches for guidance and direc- 
tion. Mest public school children 
are net in Sunday Schools.

use? And is this a custom that Christ recommended to us? 

Well, the use of ashes to mean penance or contrition is a cus- 
tom we borrowed from the Jews. And with the Jews it is as old 
as history itself. Savage tribes smear their bodies with clay as 
a sign of mourning for their dead. In the first books of the 


Bible, we are told that man was made of dust. The Old Testa- 


ment always connected ashes with mourning—we are told that the 
mourner sat in ashes, or rolled his body in ashes, or sprinkled 
ashes on his head, or even mingled ashes with his food. It is not 
entirely clear whether the translation should always be “ashes” 
(as a remnant of something which was burned) or just plain 


“dust.” 
One With The Dead 


Originally, mourners may have used dust taken from a grave 
to denote that they considered themselves as one with the dead. 
People used to prostrate themselves in the dust, for dust occupied 
the lowest place and was always trodden under foot. Hence, 
placing yourself in the dust expressed the idea of deep humiliation. 
It was the Babylonian idea that dust was the food of the inhab- 
itants of the underworld. 

The Jews had a custom of eating bread with ashes sprinkled 
on it, as a token of some disaster like the fall of Jerusalem. A 
reminder, in other words, that disaster might befall them if they 
forgot their religious duties. In the same way, Jews sprinkled 
ashes on the head of a bridegroom at a wedding—to remind him 
in his happiest moment that sorrow might lie ahead. id 

In the early days of the Catholic Church, this Jewish custom 
was widely used. People who expressed their sorrows for sin 
publicly were dressed in sackcloth, and had ashes on their heads. 
The sackcloth was a coarse material made of goat and camel hair, 
and just about as uncomfortable as a dress or a suit made out of 
burlap bags might be today! Public penitents were garbed in 
sackcloth and ashes, and remained outside of the church from

And we discovered the vital clue 
to God’s Church in the idea of un- 
animity—perfect agreement in be- 
lief among the teachers and. mem- 
bers of the Church, The right 
Church will not only teach unani- 
mously, but will claim that its un- 
animous teaching is the very doc- 
trine of Christ simply because it is 
the unanimous teaching of the 
Church Christ founded to teach 
His doctrine. 


Therefore—all the false churches 
will have been started by some in- 
dividual or group denying some 
point of the unanimous teaching of 
the true Church. So they'll all have 
to maintain that the true Church 
unanimously and unknowingly slip- 
péd “off the beam”—that therefore 
it’s no longer the true Church. But, 
as we saw last week, that’s an im- 
possibility. Nevertheless, they'll

These were 
the pioneers of their community in 
the south. They found themselves 
faced with a difficult task and how 
well they did their work is evi- 
denced in the seven schools con- 
ducted by their community 
throughout the diocese of Raleigh 
today. When they came to it, Saint 
Joseph’s School was almost with- 
out organization and without stand- 
ing in the community. They had 
to build from the very foundation. 
The story of the school is chiefly 
the story of their work. 


In 1928 Saint Joseph’s received 
as its pastor Father Julian Endler, 
C.P. For over 21 years he has 
labored hard and wisely to bring 
the parish to its present high 
standard. In all these years the 
school has been his first and most 
important work. The ever-increas- 
ing student body demanded that 
more room be provided. A small 
building was erected to be used as 
a classroom for the primary grades. 
The next building to be erected was 
the auditorium, named Egan Hall 
for Anne Egan, of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, the principal bene- 
factor. The hall has proved its 
worth as an annex to the school. It 
is constantly in use for movies, en- 
tertainments and socials. In 1940 
the old rectory was converted into 
a junior high school. 


Saint Joseph’s had reached this 
stage in its development when 
tragedy struck. At one o’clock in 
the morning of April 12, 1943, fire 
broke out in the church sacristy. 
The dawning day revealed the 
destruction of St. Joseph’s church 
and school. The interior of both 
buildings had been gutted and only 
the walls were left standing. When

tainly emphasized in His teach- 
ing and by His example that the 
salvation of one’s soul should 
be his sovereign law. Did He 
not ask, “What-does it profit a 
man if he gain the whole 
world and lose his soul?” And 
again, “What will man give in 
exchange for his soul?” 

As long as we live in this 
world we are in danger of los- 
ing our soul. If we should lose 
it, we lose everything. If we 
lose our home, it is possible to 
build another. If we lose a 
friend we can find a second one. 
If we lose an eye or a hand, we 
still have one to help us. But we 
have but one soul. If this be 
lost, it is irretrievable, for “out 
of hell there is no redemption.” 

You hear much about Christ's 
sermon on the Mount. Its chief 
lesson is “seek ye first the 
Kingdom of God and His jus- 
tice.” 

If you, a sinner, take the sal- 
vation of your soul lightly, think 
of St. John the Baptist, sancti- 
fied in his mother’s womb. He 
passed 25 years in solitude 
which he devoted to a severe 
penitential life. See St. Paul, 
called by Christ “a vessel of 
election,” “chastizing his body 
and keeping it under subjec- 
tion.” See St. Augustine, who 
had been a teacher after his 
conversion, refuse to teach rhe- 


toric or profane learning lest he 
should give less attention to his 
soul, 


There are 1440 minutes in 
every day. How many of these 
are given to prayer and reflec- 
tion? How many of them are 
devoted to the performance of 
good works? 

There are 168 hours in a 
week, Yet you feel that you do 
your full duty to Almighty God 
by giving one hour to His ser- 
vice on Sunday. -How many of 
you would not do that if you 
were not compelled to by one of 
His Commandments? 


You cannot save yourself 
apart from God’s help. It is very 
dificult to save your soul with- 
out the help of Christ’s Sacra- 
ments which He committed to 
His Church. Your Church alone 
has these divine ordinances. 
They. were instituted for you. 

According to a motto of the 
Church, “the Sacraments are for 
men.” Some of them remit your 
sins upon repentance. All of 
them are sources of grace which 
unite you closely to God; which 
bring God Himself into your 
souls. It is a great privilege to 
receive them. Therefore, you 
should avail yourself of this 
privilege and receive them fre- 
quently. 


Instead of doing good merely 
according to a minimum sched- 
ule or hap-hazardly, why not de- 
vise a daily schedule in which 
will be included, besides a short 
morning and evening prayer, a 
little spiritual reading?

Her eye caught a front-page story 
on Night Adoration in the Home. 
It told of a desperate Jewish wo- 


-man, a recent convert who was 


turning to the Sacred Heart during 
the quiet of the night and pouring 
out her problems to Him. A great 
peace came to her even though she 
was disowned by her own Jewish 
relatives and friends. 


The desperate young woman con- 
tinued to read about the hour of 
adoration in the home; stories tell- 
ing about the saving of broken 
homes, of seemingly insurmount- 
able’ problems dissolved through 
the one hour a month sacrifice of 
sleep and prayer to the Sacred 
Heart. Quickly she wrote to the 
National Center of the Enthrone- 
ment, Brookland, Washington 17, 
D. C., asking that an hour. be 
assigned to her. Now peace has 
returned to the woman’s soul. 


“Can't Go' On Alone’ 


It is the same story for thous- 
ands of persons who have written 
to the National Center of the En- 
thronement requesting a place in 
the crusade to make reparation to 
the Sacred Heart—and all because 
of the story which appeared in the 
Our Sunday Visitor. The requests 
have been varied and interesting. 
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A young single woman wrote 
that she would soon be married. 
She was eager to begin her mar- 
ried life on the side of the Sacred 
Heart. “I love the Sacred Heart 
and have a great devotion. I wish 
to make that hour of adoration 
petitioning for health for my hus- 
band-to-be who has a bad case of 
asthma and hay fever and for sin- 
ners living without being married 
by a priest.” 

A young mother wrote, “I have 
lost my husband. He died suddenly 
leaving the four children and my- 
self bewildered—particularly my- 
self. I want to place the children 
and myself in the care of the 
Sacred Heart. I can’t go on alone.” 

Like an avalanche, hundreds of 

Catholics are sweeping the country 
with their prayers of reparation— 
all done at night, sacrificing one 
hour of their sleep once monthly 
or more often to make reparation 
to the Sacred Heart for evils per- 
formed during that night. In the 
quiet of the night, over 200,000 
night adorers convert their rooms 
into sanctuaries for the Sacred 
Heart. Prisoners read their pray- 
ers on bended knee by the dim 
light of corridor illumination. Old 
persons bent over with arthritis 
sit before ‘a statue of the Sacred 
Heart watching with Him for an 
hour or more. Whole families 
awaken each other for an all-night 
vigil. 
Not a new devotion, Night Ador- 
ation in the Home was -launched 
over 20 years ago by Father Mateo 
Crawley-Boevey, SS.CC., the saint- 
ly Apostle of Love.

How To Enroll 


Under the regulations of the 
popular League of Night Adora- 
tion in the Home, members should 
be inscribed at a local center or 
with the National Center. A pro- 
mise, which does not bind under 
the pain of sin, even venial, is made 
that the night adorer will make one 
hour of adoration once a month 
during the night. The night begins 
at 9:00 p.m., and ends with the 
hour from 5:00 to 6:00 a.m. Gener- 
ous night adorers leave the choice 
of their date and hour of adoration 
to the Director. However, any 
date and hour of the month may be 
chosen. To keep accurate records 
and to maintain an around the 
clock adoration as in many parish- 
es, deaths and withdrawals should 
be made known to the Center 
where the member is registered. 
It is not necessary to renew the 
enrollment each year. Once enroll- 
ed, the member continues with the 
League until death or voluntary 
withdrawal. No charge is made for 
the inscription of new members, 
although a small donation will 
cover the cost of membership card, 
postage and other literature. It is 
a League without dues.

The 
writer, in reply to him, noted that it would be possible to fill 
a book with quotations from highly respected authorities who 
vehemently denounced every effort to create a “sex” complex

Joseph Jastrow, Ph.D., in his 
“Piloting Your Life;’ observes: 

“Tf sex were all-absorbing, the 
world would never have been ex- 
plored, nor cities built, nor trade 
established, nor the arts and sci- 
ences developed, nor the setting 
ereated for an intimate family life 
and elevated social order... 


“The over-attention to sex in- 
cidents is itself an impediment to 
the recognition of the finer impli- 
cations and obligations and reali- 
zations of sex, and a most power- 
fully disturbing one. The exploi- 
tation of sex has ever been the 
sign of decadence. The current 
strident tone of occupation with 
sex as an over-reaction against a 
former prudery endangers all 
higher sex values. 


Prof. Munsterberg of Harvard 
University believes that remedies 
such as those proposed by writ- 
ers of sex books and magazine to- 
day will only spread the disease. 
He wrote: 


_ “We may instruct with the best 
intention to suppress, and yet our 
instruction itself must become a 
source of stimulation, which un- 
necessarily creates the desire for 
improper conduct ... The clean- 
est boy and girl cannot give theo- 
retical attention to the thoughts 
concerning sexuality without the

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Sex Problems,” Prof. F. W. Foers- 
ter who taught sociology at several 
universities in , and whom 
we have already oted, notes 
that there is no n to push any 
one into the direction of “sex con- 
sciousness” because he already 
leans pretty much that way. He 
writes: : 


“The sexual organs are asso- 
ciated with sensations of the ut- 
most excitement and pleasure, and 
as a consequence of this are con- 
tinually threatening to absorb an 
undue share of imagination, anti- 
cipation and recollection. This 
mental preoccupation, which is di- 
rected not so much to the repro- 
ductive utility of the sex organs as 
to the pleasure which they afford 
or promise the individual, is the 
greatest obstacle to a healthy de- 
velopment of the sexual life. To 
prevent the too absorbing occupa- 
tion of mind with sex subjects 
must be the central purpose of all 
sexual education. hen thoughts 
connected with sex secure a domi- 
nant position in the mental life of 
the individual, there is grave dan- 
ger that they may so tyrannize 
over the will as to render the in- 
dividual -quite unable to control 
his actions as he should.” 


It was not many* years ago 
when the greatest appeal to a 
young man was a womag’s chas- 
tity, because it was regarded as 
her greatest virtue and charm, a 
preventative of jealousy, and as- 
surance of lifelong fidelity in mar- 
riage. The writer Beaumont says 
of it: ' 

“Chastity consists in a fixed ab- 
horrence of all forbidden sensual 
indulgences, a recollection of past 
impurities with shame and sor- 
row; a resolute guard over our 
thoughts, passions and actions for 
the future; a abstinence 
from the distant approaches of 
evil desires and indecency.” 

Addison wrote: 

“Nothing makes a woman more 
esteemed co opposite sex than 
chastity; whether it be that we al- 
Ways prizé most those who are 
hardest to come at, or, that noth- 
ing besides chastity, with its col- 
lateral attendants, truth, fidelity, 
and constancy, gives the man a 
pro y in the person he loves, 

consequently endears her to 
him above all things.” 

Pope Pius XI, in his Encyclical 
on Education, did not believe that 
people scared into living 
morally even for the sake of their 
physical well being, for he wrote: 

“Gravely dangerous is that nat- 
uralism which is invading the field 
of education, and widely diffused 
is the error of those who with 
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\ Notre Dame—America is the 
land of opportunity if young men 
and women would only ize it 
and take advantage of the oppor-: 
tunity offered them, according to 
Mrs. Fred J. Fisher donor of one 
million dollars to the University of 
Notre Dame. 


Mrs. Fisher, widow of the found- 
er of the Fisher Body Company in 
Detroit, Michigan, provided $250,- 
000 of the $1,000,000 gift to “pre- 
sent an opportunity for the young 
man who is willing to work” in the 
form of a revolving student loan 
fund. The remaining $750,000 is 
to be used to build a dormitory, 
which will be known as “The Fred 
J. and Sally Fisher Memorial.” 

Mrs. Fisher, whose gift resulted 
in the receipt of hundreds of mes- 
Sages praising the philosophy un- 
derlying the gift, pointed out in an 
interview that she firmly believes 
in “providing an opportunity for 
the willing young man to work his 
way through school, rather than 
direct subsidization by the govern- 
ment or by the university.” 

Asked if the “opportunity phil- 
osophy,” a unique project in mod- 
ern education, was a new idea. Mrs. 
Fisher replied: “I believe everyone 
will agree, although it is some- 
times forgotten, that the United 
States was founded as a land of 
opportunity. Those who came to 
America in the early days were not 
benefited by subsidies as they 
fought to develop this nation; all 
they asked was an opportunity. 
That also was the penoeeeny my 
late and beloved husband, Fred J. 
Fisher, who was a man who made 
the most of his opportunities. 
Rather than being a new idea, the 
philosophy underlying my gift to 
Notre Dame merely is an attempt 
to return to the principles upon 
which the United States was 
founded.” 

Mrs. Fisher observed that she 
has visions of the revolving loan 
fund established at Notre Dame by 
her gift, increasing steadily after 
the fund has been in operation for 
several years. She believes that 
students who are benefited by the 
Notre Dame fund will, as they re- 
pay their own loan to the Univer- 
sity, realize the opportunity pro- 
vided them by the,fund and will 
further contribute to the fund in 
order to provide the same oppor- 
tunity to a greater number of stu- 
dents in the future. 

Joseph P. Savage, attorney for 
Mrs. Fisher, reiterated her belief 
in the “opportunity loan fund” es- 
tablished at Notre Dame. 

“IT can remember several times 
while chatting with Mr. Fisher 
about various topics, he would say: 
‘You know, Joe, I believe the under- 
lying ideals on which America was 
founded have been almost disre- 
garded.
